II. Explanation of why contested charge is in error 

On October 6, 2008, the Patent and Trademark office issued an Office Action in the above 
referenced application. On February 2, 2009, Applicant timely filed an Amendment in response to 
an Office Action along with a Petition for a One Month Extension of Time, in duplicate, authorizing 
the Patent and Trademark Office to charge any fees which may be required, or to credit any 
overpayment to Deposit Account No. 13-3731. {Sec, attached Exhibit A). Applicant also submitted 
a Transmittal Letter, in duplicate, along with the Amendment authorizing the Patent and Trademark 
Office to charge Deposit Account No. 13-3731 for the one (1) month extension fee (and to credit 
any overpayment or charge any additional fee required). (Sec, attached Exhibit B). 

On or about March 4, 2009, Applicant's attorney discovered via Private PAIR that the 
Amendment was not uploaded to application S.N. 10/561 ,1 18, but instead was incorrectly uploaded 
to application S.N. 1 1/501,1 18. However, the one month petition was already charged on February 
5, 2009 under S.N. 1 1/561,1 18 (Sec, attached Exhibit C). On March 5. 200«, Applicant's attorney 
called and spoke with the Examiner, who advised that the Amendment be resubmitted in application 
S.N. 10/561,1 18 with the appropriate extension of time fee to avoid abandonment and on the 
assumption that such extension fee would be eventually refunded due to the USPTO's uploading 
error for the previously timely filed Amendment (with one (I) month extension). On March 1 0, 
2009, Applicant resubmitted the Amendment along with a petition for a three (3) month extension. 
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The Deposit Account Statement for Deposit Account 13-373 1 for March 2009 indicates that 
the Patent and Trademark Office charged Deposit Account 1 3-373 1 for S.N, 1 0/56 1,118 for 
extension of time twice: on March 13, 2009, in the amount of $555.00 for the three (3) month 
extension of time and on March 20, 2009, in the amount of $65.00 for the one month extension 
(which is what is properly due). {Sec, attached Exhibit D.) Note that this later filed Amendment and 
Petition was never uploaded to S,N, 10/561,1 18. ]d. The USPTO correctly refunded $65 for S.N. 
1 1/561 J 18 that was incorrectly charged on February 5, 2009 (See Exhibit C), Since the 
Amendment was timely filed on February 2, 2009 f as reflected on PAIR as received on February 5, 
2009 (See Exhibit E), and the corresponding one (I ) month extension fee was charged 
(subsequently on March 20, 2009), Applicant should only be charged $65 tor the one (1 ) month 
extension since the USPTO originally erred in uploading the Amendment to the incorrect 
application. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the $555 charged on March 13', 2009 for the three (3) 
month extension be refunded.
